Flood  Repair  Work. 

The  task  of  repairing  the  property  damaged  by  the  flood 

of  1947  has  progressed  throughout  the  year  and  it  has  proved 
to  be  the  major  item  of  work  for  the  department.  The 
bulk  of  the  work  has  now  been  done  and  the  remainder  will 
be  completed  early  in  1949.  The  supply  of  materials  has 
been  fairly  constant  and  when  shortages  have  occurred. 
Government  departments  and  trade  distributors  have  been 
very  helpful  when  it  was  realised  that  such  materials  were 
required  for  flood  damaged  property.  The  number  of  houses 
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repaired  was  204  making  a grand  total  of  527 , the  cost  for  the 
year  was  £11,057  11s.  Od.  and  the  total  cost  to  date  is 
£18,282  16s.  3d.  The  details  of  the  repairs  are  given  in  the 
summary  of  repair  work  under  the  Public  Health  and  Housing 
Acts.  The  area  which  suffered  the  greatest  damage  is  now 
in  a better  state  of  repair  than  for  many  years  past  and  this  is 
due  entirely  to  the  generosity  of  the  Lord  Mayor  of  London 
through  the  flood  fund. 

Flooding. 

There  has  been  no  risk  of  flooding  during  the  year 
mainly  because  of  the  absence  of  continuous  heavy  rains.  The 
Toll  Bar  area  has  also  been  redrained  by  deepening  the  dykes, 
constructing  new  drains  up  to  three  feet  in  diameter,  and  the 
building  of  a new  pumping  station  which,  during  heavy  rains, 
pumps  the  water  out  of  the  district  immediately. 

Work  Carried  out  on  Default  of  Owners. 

Housing  Act,  1936,  Sections  9 and  10  : 

General  repairs  to  two  houses  at  a cost  of  £25.  Legal 
proceedings  were  taken  against  the  owner  for  recovery  of 
costs  totalling  £31  2s.  Od.

Property  Repairs. 

The  repairing  of  house  property  is  still  a difficult  prob- 
lem but  from  a slightly  different  cause.  Many  of  the  essential 
materials  are  easier  to  obtain  and  the  few  which  are  in  short 
supply  can  usually  be  obtained  with  a little  effort  and  trouble. 
The  main  factors  at  the  moment  are  shortage  of  labour  and 
prohibitive  costs,  and  the  cost  is  a very  serious  item  for  many 
owners.  In  spite  of  these  drawbacks  much  work  has  been 
done  in  this  respect. 

Shops  Act. 

Very  little  work  has  been  done  under  this  heading  as 
the  time  was  needed  for  supervising  flood  repair  work. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply. 

Eight  samples  of  water  were  taken  for  chemical  analysis 
and  were  found  to  be  satisfactory,  the  main  fault  of  each 
sample  was  its  hardness  and  this  varied  from  21  degrees  to 
113  degrees  of  total  hardness.  The  supply  has  been  good 
and  constant  throughout  the  year. 

Twenty-two  samples  were  taken  for  bacterial  test,  one 
was  unsatisfactory  and  one  was  doubtful.  The  unsatisfactory 
one  was  from  a churn  carried  supply  and  the  doubtful  one 
was  from  the  public  supply.  As  all  other  samples  from  the 
public  supply  were  good  it  is  possible  that  the  doubtful  sample 
came  from  a tap  which  was  contaminated. 
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Privies  and  Pail  Closets. 

All  properties  within  reach  of  the  sewers  are  now 
connected.  There  are  twelve  privies  and  twenty-three  pail 
closets  remaining. 


Cleansing  of  Drains. 

The  arrangements  made  in  1942  for  cleansing  drains 
still  continue  and  are  working  satisfactorily  and  such  nuisances 
are  rapidly  abated. 


Verminous  Premises. 

Bugs  : Two  Council  houses  and  four  privately  owned 
were  treated. 

Ants  : Five  Council  houses  were  treated. 

Blackclocks,  Crickets,  etc.:  Ten  Council  houses  and  one 
privately  owned  were  treated. 

Tips:  Two  refuse  tips  were  treated  for  crickets  with 
good  results. 


D.D.T.  and  Gammexane  have  been  in  general  use  in 
cases  of  vermin  infestation  with  very  good  results.  Liquid 
D.D.T.  has  been  used  with  excellent  results  in  food  preparing 
places,  slaughterhouses  and  cowsheds. 

Rodent  Control. 

This  work  has  been  carried  out  on  the  lines  suggested 
by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries  and  the  results 
have  been  very  satisfactory.  Premises  and  sites  have  been 
cleared  completely  and  there  is  a distinct  fall  in  the  number 
of  bodies  found  compared  with  former  years.

Smoke  Observations. 

Eighteen  smoke  observations  were  taken,  all  of  one 
chimney,  which  is  a consistent  offender.  The  Management 
has  been  notified  and  given  records  of  the  observations  but 
with  no  noticeable  improvement.  The  matter  is  being  follow- 
ed up/. 
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Burning  Colliery  Tip. 

The  refuse  heap  to  the  one  colliery  in  the  district  is 
still  a nuisance  and  there  appears  to  be  no  improvement.  The 
Management  is  experimenting  with  spraying  apparatus  but 
this  has  not  yet  made  any  appreciable  difference  to  the  volume 
of  smoke  and  fumes.  Until  some  efficient  means  of  treatment 
is  found,  people  in  the  surrounding  area  must  live  in 
discomfort  and  suffer  in  health. 

Moveable  Dwellings. 

There  is  no  increase  in  this  form  of  dwelling  and  there 
are  four  sites  which  are  licensed  containing  ten  dwellings. 
Itinerant  hawkers  use  unlicensed  sites  and  country  lanes  for  a 
few  weeks  whilst  working  the  district,  and  during  racing 
periods  some  people  have  let-off  fields  to  accommodate  colonies 
of  vans,  but  they  have  been  warned  that  legal  action  will 
follow  upon  re-occurrence.

One  sample  of  milk  was  taken  for  biological  test  to 
close  investigations  into  tuberculosis  in  a dairy  herd. 

The  number  of  satisfactory  samples  shows  an  improve- 
ment on  the  previous  year  on  all  types  except  raw  milk 
produced  locally  and  in  this  case  the  proportions  of  good 
and  bad  are  about  the  same  as  last  year. 

Some  of  the  smaller  dairymen  are  now  making  use 
of  cold  rooms  for  the  storage  of  milk  with  an  obvious  advan- 
tage in  the  warmer  weather,  two  such  rooms  have  been 
constructed  during  the  year. 

In  one  instance  a crate  of  full  bottles  of  milk  on  the 
highway  being  fouled  by  a dog  was  observed  and  immediate 
action  taken,  the  milk  was  confiscated  and  the  firm  notified  of 
the  action.  A letter  was  addressed  to  the  milk  retailers 
asking  them  to  stop  dumping  crates  of  milk  on  the  highway, 
and  it  has  now  ceased.

Housing  Act,  1936  - Overcrowding. 

A number  of  complaints  were  received  about  over- 
crowding, 16  of  which  were  confirmed.  It  is  not  possible  to 
help  such  cases  unless  they  qualify  for  a house  under  the 
Council’s  housing  scheme.
